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Not Earning Their Pay 

A bit of by-play in the House of Commons recent¬ 
ly tended to confirm the arguments of those who, 
Vhen the increased indemnities for members were be¬ 
fore Parliament, expressed doubts as to whether the 
move would prove justified. In the course of a debate 
on national defence in the House, opposition leader 
George Drew protested that, at one period during the 
afternoon, there were only eleven Liberal members in 
the chamber, and not one cabinet minister. Defence 
Minister Claxtpn retorted that a little later in the af¬ 
ternoon there was only one member of the official op¬ 
position in the House. 

It was generally conceded by critics of the sub¬ 
stantial boost in indemnities, that it would be fully 
justified granted that the membership at large did the 
job that it was elected to do. On the basis of exper¬ 
ience over a long period however, there were grounds 
for questioning whether the increased indemnity 
would result in increased attendance or more careful 
attention to their duties on the part of a goodly pro¬ 
portion of the members. The by-play in the course of 
the debate in question would appear to provide ample 
justification for these doubts. —Exchange. J.

EDMONTON: Albertans may 

find they havs more direct inter- 
ust in a meeting next month In 
Geneva than they have been able 
to stimulate in the current ill- 
fated conference of nations at the 
same cite. 

Next month's meeting in the 
Swiss city may discuss a matter 
which affect us every day—the 
calendar and the need to reform 
it. The organization which is con¬ 
vincing is the Economic and Soc¬ 
ial Council of the United Nations 
and calendar reform is one of the 
topics on the council's agenda. 

There is nothing radical about 
wanting to change the method of 
reckoning time. Actually, support¬ 
ers of calendar reform do not ad¬ 
vocate changing the system of 
reckoning time but want it reck¬ 
oned more accurately: 

Our system of time measure¬ 
ment is based on, the movements 
of the earth turning on its axis 
and rotating around the sun. The 
word day is used to mark the 
length of time it takes the earth 
to turn once on its axis. The word 
year marks the length of time it 
takes the earth to move once 
around the sun. Man has no con¬ 
trol over either movement, so for 
centuries he has attempted to re¬ 
late as best he can a calendar sys¬ 
tem to astronomical motions. 

The calendar we use, while not 
completely universal since there 
are various religious and econom¬ 
ic calendars in various parts of the 
world, is a development of more 
than 2P00i years and might be said 
to date back to the times when 
early man found it necessary to 
have some system of keeping 
track of the days. * 

The last change in our calendar 
took place In 1752 and since then 
hundreds of proposals have been 
advanced for further reform. 

Prior to the Second World War, 
the League of Nations examined 
152 different suggestions and fin¬ 
ally narrowed the field of consid¬ 
eration to tiwo systems proposed. 
One of these now is most favored 
by a large number of nations and 
is called the World Calendar. 

One of its chief leatures is equal 
ity of the year's quarters. Each 
quarter would begin on a Sunday. 
The first month of each quarter 
would have 31 days and the remain 
ing two, 30 days. 

To business and government, the 
calendar would mean simplificat¬ 
ion of accounting and statistical 
procedures. They could count on 
having the same number of busi¬ 
ness and working days in the same 
month every year. Instead of hav¬ 
ing birthdays, anniversaries and 
holidays which wander all through 
the week from year to year, they 
would always fall on the same 
day each year. For instance, Christ 
■ mas, which of course would re¬ 
main as December 25, would al¬ 
ways fall on Monday. 

Like our present calendar and 
like any calendar which attempts 
to compile the days into a year 
the World Calendar in keeping the 
seven-day week runs into difficul¬ 
ty. Fifty-two times seven is 364— 
but there are 365 days and a little 
more in a year. 

The proposed calendar’s solution 
to this is that the last day of the 
year woqjd not be considered in 
lhe calendar, except as mention as 
"Worldsday”, an international hoi 
iday. 

Then, calendar makers run into 
the difficulty posed by the fact 
that the solar year is about one- 
quarter of a day longer than 365- 
days. That means that, to be ac- 
curate, every four ye ars an extra 
3ny must be added to the calendar 
for the fourth year. The World 
Calendar’s leap year would be ‘ob¬ 
served by inserting a second 
Worldsday every fourth year bet¬ 
ween June 30 and July 1. 

Simply stated, under the Wqrld 
Calendar every year would be the 
same; the four quarters, identical 
In form, each would have 91 days, 
13 weeks or three months; each 
month would have 26 Weekdays; 
the quarters would begin on a 
Sunday and end on a Saturday, 
and each year would begin on Sun 
day. Jan. 1. 

The next time the present calen 
dar and -the World Calendar coin¬ 
cide is 1956 and that is the year 
which calendar reformists are hop 
ing will be adopted by the world 
for the changeover. 

Representatives of India, at the 
last meeting of the Economic and 
Social Council pressed for discus¬ 
sion of the World Calendar at the 
July meeting. They had a good 
reason, for India residents are 
trying to carry on business with no 
less than 30 different calendars In 
existence. 

It was India's Nehru, who per¬ 
haps answered those who are re¬ 
luctant to make the change. He 
said: ‘The past brings us many 
gifts; indeed all that we have to¬ 
day of culture, civilization, science 
or knowledge of some aspects of 
truth, Is s gift of the distant or . 
recent past to us. It Is right that 
we acknowledge our obligations to j 


the past. - * 

"But the past ddes not exhaust 
our duty or obligation. We owe a 
duty to the future also, and per¬ 
haps that obligation is even great 
er than the one we owe to the 
past. For the past is passed and 
done with, we cannot change it; 
the future is yet to come and per¬ 
haps we may be able to shape it a 
little." 

We are stuck with the solar sys 
tern as it ls, but it would have 
been a lot simpler if the earth com 
pleted its circle of the sun in 360 
days for instance. The calendar 
could be divided into 60 six-day 
weeks and 12 months of five weeks 
each. 

Motor Accidents 
Decrease In July 

Motor vehicle accidents in Al¬ 
berta during July were less than 
during the comparable period a 
year ago, according to a summary 
compiled by the Alberta Safety 
Council. The number for the 
month was 1,294, a decrease of 211. 

It is significant that the pro¬ 
vince-wide Courtesy Campaign, 
sponsored by the Alberta Safety - 
Council, opened June 30 in moro 
than 50 cities, towns and municipal 
districts. This is believed to have 
had a good effect in promoting 
safer driving. The campaign still 
is going on in various districts. 

In line with the decrease in ac¬ 
cidents, the number of persons in¬ 
jured in July dropped from 416 to 
378 for the montn. On the other 
nand, deaths in motor accidents in 
July numbered 21, an increase tof 
six over the same month of last 
year. Of these, 17 occurred in rur¬ 
al points and were reported by the 
KCMP, while in addition there was 
one in Edmonton and three in 
Lethbridge. 

For the seven-month period end 
ed July 31. there were 96 motor 
traffic fatalities in Alberta, one 
less than at this time a year ago. 

The cumulative report reveals 
9,257 traffic accidents so far this 
year, while in -the same period of 
1953 the aggregate was 9,362. To¬ 
tal of those injured is 1,892, as 
against 2,100 at July 21 last year. 

Edmonton led the cities with 394 
motor traffic accidents in July, 
compared with 483 a year ago. 
Calgary had 224, a reduction of 24, 
Medicine Hat 26, an increase of 
five, and Lethbridge 25, a decrease 
Of three. There were 16 in Jasper 
Place and nine in other towns re¬ 
porting. 

Accidents reported by the RCMP 
totalled 600 for the month, a drop 
of 153. 

Persons injured in motor acci¬ 
dents in Edmonton increased from 
68 to 81 in July, while 1 Calgary 
had 56, a gain of seven. There 
were five in Medicine Hat, 10 in 
Lethbridge and five in Jasper 
Place. The RCMP reported 221, a 
drop of 78.
